The disposition of Vulcan’s $13,000 provincial 
government recreational grant has not yet been de¬ 
cided definitely, although several suggestions have 
been put forth and are being considered including the 
construction of a new public library. 

The mild winter, which has greatly curtailed the 
use of the skating arena because of lack of ice, has 
brought forth considerable expression of opinion that 
the grant should be used towards the installation of 
artificial ice in the arena, so that a four- or five- 
month season of skating and hockey could be assured. 
The idea has considerable merit, although the grant 
would cover less than half the cost of installing an 
artificial ice plant and the balance would have to come 
from the town or be raised through the efforts of in¬ 
terested organizations. 

The town council, faced with the probability this 
year of heavy expenditures to improve the water 
supply, may find it difficult to provide funds for such 
a project as artificial ice until the water problem is 
solved and settled. It remains to be seen if local or¬ 
ganizations are interested enough to make the raising 
of the required funds a community project. 

Setting up a fund for the eventual construction 
of a civic centre building has been discussed at recent 
Lions Club meetings, but the opinion has also been ex¬ 
pressed that full use is not being made of existing 
facilities such as the school auditoriums and the 
county council’s school committee will likely again be 
asked to ease restrictions on the use of these 
auditoriums.
